Probably the best way to do this 
would be to turn the workman Into a 
capitalist. And this Is exactly what 
h* becomes when he saves his money 
and builds up a reserve fund. He re- 
mains'a capitalist as long as he holds 
on to that money. 
The satisfaction 


of seeing bis money reserre mount 
up will discourage the waster to take 
a layoff now and then. It will encour- 
age him to work a full six-day week 
and thereby Increase the labor hours 
applied to production. 


Tie American people can solve any 


problem they set themselves to. _We. 
provided for a sound currency when 
the greenbackers and 
inflationists 


were routed and the gold basis estab- 
lished. 
The Federal Reserve Bank 


was established and solved a problem 
for which most people thought there 
was no solution. A number of years 
ago, when there was a crisis or whca 
a bank failed, we all used tc shut up 
our ranlts tight and let nothing get 
oat. 
Instead of bettering conditions 


we made them worse. Now if failures 
occnr few people, except those direct- 
ly interested, are disturbed. 


Perhaps the most important problem 


of all right now is to do away with 
labor waste. It never can be done by 
preaching, by agltattan or by force. It 
can be done by selling the workman 
OD the Idea of becoming a capitalist. 
This can be brought about by the right, 
kind of bank advertising. 
Who is 


there to say that an advertising dol^ 
lar bringing about this result would 
not be a constructive dollar?—Fustui'

mixture of seal or flsh oil and crude 
carbolic field In the proportion of a 
tnhlespoonful 
of carbolic acid to 
n. 


quart of oil. It In readily applied with 
a brush. Another preparation that is 
highly recommended Is a mixture of 
pine tar nnd lard In the proportion 
Of one part of the former to ten parts 
of the latter. It !s put on with a cloth 
nnd rubbed down the neck, back, chest 
nnd loins, where the files are most 
troublesome.

For n spraying mixture that may be 


made at home there Is perhaps noth- 
ing better than conl oil emulsion—a 
mixture of coal oil and soapeuds. This 
has to he applied every day when the 
flies are hnd. nnd It evaporates in the 
course of several hours. A good way 
of applying n sprny Is to have n large 
Bprnyer. arranged to strike the animal 
»t all points', stationed beside a wall 
built of poles, having a door at each 
end, 
so that the cows can he quickly 


sprayed and run through one after 
another.
